paſs even into the Precin& of the Worlds Paradilc, 
and of Religion : There it carrys its Torch and Fire- 
brand to the very foot of the Altar, It enters even into 
the Sanctuary, and powreth out into the ſame Chalice 
the Bloud of Feſns Chriſt, and of his Brother, This 
Deicide, this Aſlaſin, and this Anthropophazys, eats 
the Body of the Son of God with the Fleſh of Men, 
and that Table which ſerves forthe repaſt of the one, 
{erves alſo for the Feaſt of the other ; from whence it 
aſcends into Pulpits,it paſſeth through Tribunals,and in 
the midſt of all the Sacrifices it burſts, it fumes, it in- 
rageth,it deteſts,it waxes pale,it reſolves to make a thou- 
ſand factions unworthy of a generous. ſpirit, it makes 
{ecret Con - ng 1 ſprings Mines,it provides-Dunge- 
ous, it beſtegeth Hearts, it ſells the friendſhips of 
ſome,it purchaſeth the proteRion and favour of- others, 
it renders it (elf a Slave and Mercenary to this or that 
Man to be the Tyrant and Maſter of an other. Finally in 
all places and times, when it. perceives it ſelf the. 
ſtrongeſt, and amongſt thole who have cither gi- 
ven or fold themſelves to its Service , this Sacrile- 
gious Soul, this future Apoſtata, this Traitor, this 
Envious and wicked Monſter, Jealous of his Brothers 
Life and Happineſs, not being ablc to ſtrangle them, 
nor put a Halter about their Necks, or a Poniard 
:nto their Boſoms;, caſts every where the Darts of 
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irs Tongue, and ſends forth words a thouſand times 
more cruell, and pernicious , than the murthering 
Knife, which Cain'plunged into the throat and Heart 


of Abell.

Hunger nor Thirſt, Diſdains nor Rebukes, ſcek our 
eyen Domeſtique Priſons ; It is much better for them 
to feel the Eflayes of your Patecrnall rigours, than to 
fall afterwards into the blind hands of Juſtice. 

Andit is far more gentle, that you your ſelves upon

As for thoſe viſible Angels, which God hath pla- 
ced in Sacred Manſions, like the Cher»biz of the Ter- 
reſtriall Paradiſe, there to Watch and Govern, It is 
enough for them to know where the Evill is, that they 
forthwith apply ſome Remedy. 

I paſs then farther,and ſpeaking both in generall, and 
in particular toall the Heirs of Cain, and to all thoſc 
whom a Bloudy Jealouſy armeth againſt their Bre- ' 
thren, or againſt their Siſters.

God ! to walk as a fugitive, and baniſh'd perſon upon 
Thorns, and Bryers? what peace can one have , who 
makes War againſt God, his Friends, and himſelf, 
and when both Night and Day he is ſeen amongſt his,

Itis in vain to advertiſe him, that it is God who 
ſpeaks unto him, that it is an Inſpiration from Heaven 
which preſſeth him, and that they are the Graces of 
Paradile which will triumph over Nature, and Hell. 

Notwithſtanding theſe thoughts, and inſpirations, 
the Sun doth not riſe, but to preſent unto him a thouſand 
Portraictures of thoſe whom he hath left behind.

he began already to complain, or at leaſt to pretent 
ſome requeſt unto God, ſaying,

theſe Children thou haſt promiſed me © Can it pofſt- 
bly happen, that a Stranger and a Seryant ſhould be the 
ſupport of my Houle, and the Inheritor of all my For- 
tunes ?

It imports not (ſaith God unto him) itis I that ſpeak, 
and thou muſt obey : On then Abraham, pals farther, 
I will be a SpeRator of thy Voyages, and of the Pro- 
grefſes thou ſhalt make in the way of perfeion. 

Alas ! if all Men had this leſſon deeply ingraven 
in their Souls, andif all ſuch as make Profeſſion of fol- 
lowing God were reſolved never to make a ſtop upon 
the Earth, untill they were arrived at the propoſed end ; 
W hat Progreſs would be ſeen in Vertues, what ad- 
vances inthe way of Paradiſe, and of Glory © Morc- 
over, if we had often this thought, that Gods Eyes arc 
fixed on all the Motions of the Body and Soul, ſhould 
we find ſo many Cowardly, Idle, and Lazy Perſons 
ſtanding with their Arms acroſs, and whoſe Reaſon is 
buryed in a ſhamefull Brutality ? 

Is it vain then God Commands us to goe ahwaies 
aſcending, from one degree to another, and not to doe 
like thoſe ſtinking Waters which ſtop in the Mire 2? 
But ſometimes to little purpoſe doth he ſhew himſelf, 
and make himſelf felr by the effe&s of his Holy pre- 
ſence ; no Body ſees him, and none but an Abraham 
hath Eyes to know him, and Feet to follow him every 
where.

This is the opinion of Saint Thomas, St. Chyſoſtom, 
and Theodoret ; who adde, that the Circumciſion of 
the Jews was but a Corporall Figure of that Circum- 
cifion which ſhould be in the Spirit of Grace, and in 
the bleſſed Law of the Meſs, who defires not a Sa-

Peace, 
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crifice of Bloud and rigour, but of Love, whoſe ami- 
able and holy tyranny is ſometimes more viotent oyer 
the Soul, than the Law of the Jews hath ever been over 
the Body. 

Moreoyer Circumciſion was not only a Figure of 
Baptiſm, but a Conſtant and infallible Mark of the a- 
oreement God had made with Abraham: Now this 
ordinary denotation of Love, and this ſacred Tefti- 
mony of Peace was to be imprinted on the Body of 
the Hebrews, that the remembrance of the favours God 
had ſhewed them might increaſe their duties of Obe- 
dience, Piety, and Faith towards God. 

Thirdly this effuſion of Blood was a lively repreſen- 
tation and animated by the Faith of: Abraham who 0- 
beyed the Voice of one God, who preſently caſt 'Veils 
oyer his Eyes, infuſed Light into his Mind, and Fires 
into his Heart, which made him abandon all Creatures 
to remain under the ſole Protetion of Heaven. | 

In the fourth place this Phlebotomy ſerved to di- 
ſtinguiſh the Jews from other Nations ; ſo that as here- 
rofore the Grecians eſteemed all the People of the 
World barbarous and brutall ; ſothe Jews had a Cu- 
ſtom to call all thoſe Uncircumciſed, who wonld not 
ſubjeA themſelves to Circumciſion. 

In fine, this rigour, and this Bloodie precept God 
impoſed on the Hebrews was an effe& of the firſt Dif. 
aſter which deſerved tears and cicatrices of Bloud. 
This was the Remedy which Men had to heal this ſa- 
tall wound which remains ſtill bleeding. 

Now there needed ſuch a healing hand, as that of 
Abraham, to receive this Bloudy but efficacious Me- 
dicine, which was to mollifie not only the Obduration 
of the Jews, but had alſo a ſecret vertue-to wipe .away |

| Elegy upon the Sepulchre of Phericides the Syrian; Tis copins is #4403 
Here lyes Wiſedome in its higheſt perfe&ion, ' For to 7% 54+ 
ſay truly, this Inſcription cannot be ſet but upon the 
Throne of God, in whoſe ſight the wiſedome of men 


is but folly. Wiſedome is not then to be found in a 


Tomb, inthe depthof the Earth, nor in the Abyſles of 


the Ocean, nor in the vacuum of the Ayr : but above the 
Clouds, and under the veiles of the Divinity. It comes 7acob.c. z. 
from heaven,as the Apoſtle St.Fames affirms, and there 
its Origine and Sonrce is to be found,as the Prophet Ba- 
ruch aff areth : Tr iflues out of hearts, and out of the moſt 39*#® v-3+ 
intunare ſecrers of our ſouls, as the Sun and light from 
the obſcureſt nights; and it was peradventure for this 2/949. 
reaſon the Egyptians drew the picture of 0firis the Huſ- 
band of 1ſis. who preſided over Wiſdome, like a Sun, {dome like the 
whoſe rayes wete as ſo. many-eyes which penetrated the 
darkeſt obſcurities.

lights of the world, and f1n : This is the food preſen- 
ted by the hand of Magnificence, and received by thoſe 
of faith ; Whence it comes, that covetous and unbe- 
lieving people find there nothing:but wormes and pu- 
trefacion. 

It isalſo a fruit, and there is no need cither of culti- 
vating the Earth, or ſowing any graines or ſeedes to 
gather it; But without humane labour it comes out of 
the boſome of God its Father, and out of the Bowels 
of the Virgin, and amidſt the influences and dewes of 
the holy Ghoſt, on a Table where ſouls meet with 
their moſt pleaſing repaſt. 

It is little, and inclaſed under ſmall appearances of 
bread, The people are aſtoniſhed ar it, they ask in this 
oreat aſtoniſhment, what it is, and how that could be 
done which was told them, and what they were to be- 
lieve concerning it, Every one might take it, and how 
little ſoever it appeared, it was given in ſuch a pro- 
portion, that men received is as great and immenle as 
It is in Heayen, 

It will ceaſe on the Great day of Sabbath, and re-

When will this ſo much 
deſired moment come 2 When ſhall we hear the Canti- 
cles of victory, and when ſhall we goe amongſt the 
daughtes of $0, to our Country, crying out with a 
loud voice, that Pharaoh is {wallowed up under the 
Abyſles, and that all thoſe troops of Enemies which 
purſue,us have ſuffered a diſmal (hipwrack,not onely un- 
der the waves of the Red Sea, but under the lakes of 
fire, Sulphur, blood, and Malediction. 

Mean while ket us content our ſelves with the real 
Manna, whereof our forefathers haye had but the 
Figure, Let us goe unto the Sanufry, where it is de- 
polited for us and our generations. Let us eat this 
bread of Angels, and let us drink of this wine, which 
germinats virgins, Letus make uſe of it according to 
the Lawes which are preſcrib'd us. Let us goe then early 
inthe morning,that is to ſay,before the noiſe and tumult 
of this great World hath ſtrucken our cares with ſo ma- 
ny importune,unprofitable, extravagant,and dangerous 
diſcourſes, before our Eyes have been ſurpriſed by the 
ſight of theſe Objects of Vanity, Ambition, Envy, or of 
ſome other vice which is yet more infamous; and finally 
before the great day be arrived, in which we are com- 
monly ſo dazled by ſome falſe ſplendors, as we can 
hardly diſcern the truth. 

Above all, ſince this bread of Heaven hath all ſorts 
of Sayours, let us not mix with it any carthly food, 
or any of all thoſe meates, which the Fleſh,the World, 
and Hell uſe to ſeaſon ; for this were to mingle reme- 
dies with poiſon, and convert a Feaſt of. life into a r6- 

aſt of death; and it had been much better for them t6 

ave retnained amongſt the Fleſh-pots, and onyons 
of Egypt, or atleaſt to haye dyed of famine in ſome de- 
fart, than to haye immolated themſclves at the foot 
of an Altar and Sanuary as a yiRtime of terror, pers 
fidiouſncls, and Exccration.

T is our condition here, faith the Apoſtle, to be 

tempted on all fides, and it is as natural to man, tg 
live in the midſt of Combats, and affaults, as unto 
Fiſhes to Swim in the water, and Birds to fly in the 
Air. 

It is our profeſſion, our Imployment, and one of 
our moſt uſual, exerciſes, to be in this confli&, and 
we muſt necefaril re” fs attacque or defend, 
And often to repulſe an aflault were to be a Conque- 
rour in this kind of war, and though ſometimes we 
be almoſt vanquiſhed, yet we may have the glory of 
triumphing, provided we hold out to the laſt - the reaſon 
of this is moſt evident, for as much as the aſſailer be- 
ing afterwards wholy conſtrained to make a diſhono- 
rable retreat, he that hath been ſo couragious,as ſtrong- 
ly to ward all his blowes, and to ſmile at his threats, 
remains like a fortreſs and ſtrong hold which after a 
long ſiedge ſees at laſt the rout of thoſe who had aſ- 
ſaulred it, and where, if the Gates, out-works, Bulwarks 
and walls had mouths, they would be heard to cry 
out victory, and all theſe breaches would ſerve onely 
to ſay,that even the defences have overcome. . 

Now that which cauſeth many to yeeld at the firſt 
approaches, is the little courage they: have to reſiſt, or 
an over-great confidence intheir own forces, imagining 
that they can doe what is impoſlible for them, and that 
it is eaſy long to preſerve a place whereof God is not 
the Goyenour, There arc alſo ſome who are affrighted

W hart ingratitude and what cruelty : What would 
a man ay, who after he hach been delivered out of 
the midſt of Slaves and Gallics, or rather out of ſome 
dark priſon where he could expect noting but death, 
and after he hath been conducted into Palaces and roy- 
all Courts, educated and treated as a King, amidit all 
the honours and delights which could be invented ;

Knox not who ſaid that men were as the arms of 

God, It is true that they are not onely the Inſtru- 
ments of his mercy, but alſo the arms of his indigna- 
tion. Theſe are ſometimes darts which he caſts the 
one againſt the other, Billowes which mutiny and pro- 
duce fluxcs and refluxes to ſwallow up each other ina 
common Shipwrack, and flames which faſten on a com- 
mon ſubje& to make there a funeſtous Pile, in which 
they uſually invelop themſelves even in the ſame fire. 
It 1s allmoſt impoſſible that the World can ever en- 
joy a perfect peace, ſo long as there ſhall be men; for 
peace it ſelf is very often the mother of warr , repoſe 
which gives truce unto the ſoul raiſeth in it a thou- 
ſand thoughts and goibons, which arm themſelves 
at the beating of the firſt Alarm, and advance into the 
field upon the. firſt occaſion, God himſelf marchcth in 
the head of battalions, and I know not whether it be 
not for this. cauſe, he Calls himſelf the great God of 
Hoſtes, well doe I know, that he always preſides there, 
making ule of them to reward ſome and to po 0- 
TnErS 3; 
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thers ; and: tothe end we may take notice, that war iS 


one of his ſcourges, and that there be always inviſible 
weapons reſembling ſo many torches which he lights 
and extinguiſheth according to his good pleaſure : In 
fine, it is a moſt infallible -verity, that victory in war, 
though wavering and inconſtant in its own nature re- 
mains in the hand of God, and it is a Bird which can- 
not take its'fAlight, but to that part which s aſhgn'd it by 
his moſt holy Providence. 

The Ifraclites had a powerfull motive to know this 
ycrity, inthe firſt war they were enforced to maintain 
againſt the Amalekites after their paſſage oyer the 
Red Sea, This people had for their King and gene- 


ralthe ſon of Elzphas called Amaleck, of Eſaw's race, of Yemit autem Amatc, 


whom they had as'it were inherited an implacable ha- 
tred againſt F«cob, and the Hebrews: who''deſcended 
from him, | pL 

This was the motive of their _ up arms, beſides 
their fear ſeeing this great multitude led by Moſes, who 
marched towards the Land of Promiſe, as if the happy 
moment were come, in which the BenediQtion, which 
Facob had ina manner forced 'from Eſau, was to bs 
accompliſhed. 

Methinks when I caſt my eyes upon theſe mutinous 
troops, which forraged the Country, and purſu'd the 
Hebrews with ſo much fury and animoſity, I ſee an 
army of hobgoblins, which are' commonly called the 
inciters of Fleſh and Blood, which haye-no ſooner per- 
ceiv'd a ſoul out of the Lands of Egypt and out of the 
empire of carnall and mundane pleaſures, but the

The Sandtification of the people to receive the 
Law of God upon Mount Sina. 


N Beaſts we very often obſerve certain inſtin&s, 
which have ſomething, I know not what. of hu- 
man; And it ſeems alſo that God hath been pleaſed to 
caſt into their Souls, the ſeeds of his own Nature, 


who, although infinitely elevated above all Beir s, yet 
atcth 
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abaſeth himſelf even unto the moſt yile and weak 'crea- 
tures, to give them, as it were, an impreſſion ot their 
Creator, They may boaſt to have ſome marks of the 
hand which hath produced them, and of the ſpirit whuch 
hath inlivened them, The Lion hath ſome retemblance 
of his Majeſty and Vigilancy, the Lamb of his Mcek- 
neſs and goodneſs, the Pelican of his Love, the Dove 
and Ermine of his Purity, the Phenix of his Unity,the 
Eagle of his moſt wiſe Providence, and the aftectionate 
care he hath of his. _ he compares himſelf to that 
Royall Bird which hath ſo- often manifeſted his Zeal 
and afte& ion, not only towards thoſe little Eagles, but 
alſo towards all ſorts of perſons, and namely rowards 
Children. Witneſs the Bird of the Ile of Seſtos, which 
having been brought up by a young Virgin, went after- 
wards in purſute of prey , to procure her nouriſhment; 
not leaving her even in death, but accompanying 
her to the flames of her Pile, where ſhe was burnt with 
her dear nurſe 5 Witneſs that Bird which Prelomy, the 
Son of ©Arſinve nurs'd up with the blood of Quailes, 
and which ſerved him as an Umbrello againſt the grea- 
teſt heats, and for a Canopy againſt the Rain, chaſing 
away from him all thoſe Birds which would approach 
him. It is known what Panſanias reports of Ariſtome- 
es, whom an Eagle drew out of a deep Pir, into which 
he had been thrown : As alſo what Plutarch hath wrir- 
ten in his Paralle's of a certain Damſell, who being rea- 
dy to be immolated, ſaw an Eagle ſtooping neer her, 
which wreſted the Sward out of the hand of the Sacri- 
hicer, and layd her upon a Hceifers neck ; from whence 
her fellow Citizens knew, that kiexyen did not approve 
of this bloudy Sacrifice, :thenexms makes meation alſo 
of a young Eaglc, w.-ich havin;z been- brought up by 
the hand of- a Child, loved him :f:erwards as his bro- 
ther, aſſiſting him cven during h:3 Mal.idies, with ſo 
ſtrong and violent reſentments, as that when this Child 
did not cat, this poor Bird abuaincd allo from food,

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Continuing his amiable tenderneſses, eyen to the flamin 
Pile, in which they were both buried under the ſame A- 
ſhes, We have a thouſand ſuch examples amongſt the 
Prophane, and more alſo in our holy Hiſtories, where 
on the one fide St. Medardis ſeen in the midſt of a field 
under a great Eagle ſheltring him from the Sun ; And 
on the other ſide a generous Martyr to whom Eagles 
ſerv'd for guards unto his body, even after death, in 
the ſame manner as thoſe by which the Sacred reliques, 
and chaſt ſpoiles of St.Staniſlans, Biſhop of Cracovia, 
were kept for the ſpace of three whole dayes, leſt 
they might be devoured by Dogs, or by ſome other 
beaſt.

The Promulzation of the Law upon Mount Sina, 


F we ſhould ask of a man what he is, and whether in

Torch without light, a Star without rayes, a Well with- 
out water, a ſilent Mouth, a blind Eye, an Orchard 
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without Trees, Fruits and Herbs, if it had nof the 
knowledge of good and evill, of truth and falſhood, and 
of what is profitable or pernitious to him ; but aboye 
all of what God hath -exprefſedly commanded him : 
Wherefore every man who deſires to be a man, and 
live like a man,ought to underſtana the Myſteries which 
have been revealed to us by God himſelf, and propoſed 
in the Church. He muſt ſubmit thereto his reaſon with 
faidh,love,and reverence. He ought to be in the Church, 
aSin the midſt of a choice plot of ground watered 
with ſeven beautifull Fountains, which are the Sacrg- 
ments, and this plot muſt not be far diſtant from Mount 
Sina, nor the Land of Fud:a, to the end he may there 
learn what concerns his Salvation, and ſee with his eyes, 
and hear with his ears the voice of God, and this An- 
gell which repreſents his perſon, and who by found of 
Trumpet, and in the midſt of Flames and Fires pro- 
clames thoſe Laws and Commands of which we muſt 
not be ignorant, if we be men.

So Aaron was but a timorous 
Stag, when he gave way unto the murmurings of the 
people; and Moſes a generous Lyon, when he himſelf 
plunged his Sword into the m of Rebcllion and 
Impicty. It is much after to finde Soldiers, than a 
brave Captain: And it was for this caute Heraclias, 
Patriarck of Feruſalem , coming unto Henry King of 
England, to induce him to goin perſon tothe'Hol 
War, this Bleſſed Man ſeeing that nothing but gifts 
were preſented him, anſwered, That he had not ſo much 
need of money, as of a good Conductor : for one man 
of Courage, Authority, and Experience, is worth a. 
world of people. And this was the occaſion thar here- 
tofore the Grecians eſteemed more Epaminondas, than 
all the Commonwealth of Thebes, which never enjoyed 
Liberty, but under this brave Governor. 

From hence, the great ones, the Nobles, and all 

that are in office, may learn how-they ought to com- 

rt themſelves in enterprizes.of importance, fince on 
them uſually.the ſafety of a City, Province, Kingdom, 
and even Chriſtianity: it ſelf depends: Above all, let 
them learn the art to mix Honey with Gall, and always 
to joyn Power with Mecknels, and neverto ſcyer theſe 
two liſters whichare the Tutelaries and Miſtreſles of a 
good Conduct: And if it ſhould ſometimes happen, 
that both of them had a minde to be ſcrupulous, Reaſon 
ought to reſolve their doubts, and rather incline a thou- 
ſand times unto Mercy, than to have the leaſt ſhadow of 
Cruelty.
